The following is the text of the speech 


delivered in London Monday by Parnell to 
hii constituents: "The time has come when 
I mast apeak ont against the opposition 
within our patty which baa been created 
b'y Gladstone's letter. Tbe men whose 
ability has been most conspicuously exer- 
cised against me—Healey and Sexton- 
will have to bear the 
responsibility. 


Healey has bten trained in tbis warfare. 
Who telegraphed to him in America to 
come back? Who gave him his first 
chance to eater publi* life and got him a 
seat in Parliment, prompting, rebuking 
and restraining him? That Healey is 
there to-day to destroy me ii owing to 
myself. Mr. Healey reminds me of his 
services. He has not been slow to remind 
me of them at any time. I understand 
that he attended the' recent meeting in 
Dnblin calling on mu not to retire. Wko 
asked him to do so? Who asked McCarthy 
to travel to Dublin and aey ttiitt be would 
be able to give information which woulc 
throw a different complexion on hidden 
events? 
Where was Sexlon at th.s came 


meeting? Where were you all? Why did 
you encourage me to maintain Ihe leader- 
ship in the face of the world if you ware 
not going to stand by me? Why did
